Gentlemen and Mrs. Fay: 


You have asked my opinion as to Federal and State legis- 
lation concerning standard and daylight saving time. 


The opening section of Federal Uniform Time Act of 1966 is 
as follows: 


"It is the policy of the United States to promote the 
adoption and observance of uniform time within the 
standard time zones provided by sections 261-264 of 
this title, as modified by section 265 cf this title. 
To this end the Interstate Commerce Commission is 
authorized and directed to foster and promote wide- 
spread and uniform adoption and observance of the same 


standard of time within and throughout each standard 
time топе." 


This is a proper recognition of the limitations of law in 
the field of time. It is a declaration of policy, a call for an 
effort to reach uniformity. It is not a legal command. 


The next section of the Federal Uniform Time Act provides 
for what we usually call daylight saving time but what the Act 
calls “advanced standard time”. Тє provides the date of beginning 
and ending of this advanced standard time. It provides that this 
shall supersede any state or local action in that respect unless 
the state passes a statute exempting the entire state from advanced 


time, 


MADE A MATTER CF RECORE

The Indiana Act the following year did not exempt 
the entire state. The official clock device is an obvious 
subterfuge. Therefore it was not effective to exempt the 
state from this section. This may. have been the basis for 
the opinion supposedly given by the Indiana attorney general 
at the time. No official opinion on the subject is published 
in the Opinions of the Attorney General. 


The Federal Uniform Time Act of 1966 then proceeds to 
declare who shall observe this standard time as follows. It 
should be remembered that what we call daylight saving time 
is also “standard time” under the Act. 


“Within the respective zones created under the 
authority hereof the standard time of the Zone 
shall, in so far as practicable as determined by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, govern the

rules and regulations relating to the time of 
performance of any act by any officer ог depart-

lative, executive or judicial branches of the 
government, or relating to the time within which 
any rights shall accrue or determine, or within 
which any act shall or shall not be performed by 
any person subject to the jurisdiction of the 
United States, it shall be understood and intended 
that the time shall, in so far as practicable as 
determined by the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
be the United States Standard time of the zone 
within which the act is to be performed," 


This provision of the Uniform Time Act of 1966 is an 
almost verbatim reenactment of a section of the Standard Time 
Act of 1918. Under the 1918 Act, the Supreme Court of the 
United States affirmed without comment a decision of a special 
three judge court upholding the Massachusetts Daylight Saving 
Act. The affirmed opinion stated: 


".... assuming that Congress has constitutional 
power under that standard of measures clause, 

or the commerce clause, or under both clauses, 

to provide a standard time applicable to all 
persons subject to the jurisdiction of the United 
States, it has not yet seen fit to go further 

than to make such standard time applicable only 
(1) to the movement of common carriers engaged in 
interstate and foreign commerce; (2) to its own 
officials and departments; and (3) to all acts 
done by any persons under federal statutes, orders, 
rules and regulations. So construed the federal 
Standard Time Act is not exclusive of state action 
on the same subject matter; there is no confliect 
between the two acts; ....." 

Massachusetts State Grange v. Benton, 10 Fed. 515, 
272 US 525 - 


As stated, the section on which this decision was based 
was reenacted almost verbatim in the Uniform Time Act of 1966. 
Although there appear to be no actual decisions of appellate 
courts in cases arising since the 1966 Act, the Supreme Courts 
of Kansas and Missouri have said that the Act appears to make 


no change in the mandatory coverage of the Act. 


In Whitmer v. House, 426 P2 100 at 105, the Kansas 
Court said in 1967: 


"While many of the sections of the 1918 Act were 
amended, the overall applicability of the 1966 

Act relates, as in the 1918 Act, to the perform- 
ance of any act of an officer or department of the 
United States.“ 


As recently as September of 1968 the Supreme Court 
Missouri in Playboy Club, Inc. v. Myers, 431 SW 2d 221, a 
involving tavern hours, said:

‘adoption and observance of uniform time’, 
authorized the Interstate Commerce Commission 

to ‘Ғоѕтег and promote’ such, and prescribed for 
each time zone a time ‘advanced one hour’ from 
the last Sunday in April to the last Sunday in 
October. It further provided that the act should 
govern the movement of common carriers in inter- 
state commerce, federal officers and departments, 
and all those acts governed by Federal statutes, 
orders, rules and regulations; ....." 


The Missouri Supreme Court further stated at page 232: 


“We бо note, however, the case of Massachusetts 
State Grange v. Benton (quoted above) in which 
it was held that a state daylight savings law 
was not rendered invalid by the federal act of 
1918 establishing time zones, because the latter 
did not attempt to regulate state affairs, That 
is also true of the 1966 act, and we agree with 
plaintiffs that it does not lay any mandate upon 
the states.” 


In summary of my opinion: 


1. Under the Federal Uniform Time Act of 1966, standard 
time, including “advanced standard time" or "daylight saving 
time", must be observed only by common carriers engaged in 
interstate or foreign commerce, the departments and officers 
of the Federal government, and in application of Federal statutes 
and regulations. 


2. The Indiana Act of 1967 was not effective to exempt 
such persons and activities from the Federal Act of 1966. 


3. The General Assembly could fix the time as far as 
departments, officers and employees of the state and local 
governments are concerned. The Act of 1967 might be construed 
as doing so. 


4. In view of the uncertainty as to this interpretation 
of the Indiana Act, there would be no legal objection to a city 
ordinance clarifying time for city departments, officers and 
employees and for application of city ordinances. 


5. Such action might well be coordinated with similar 
action by other local governmental bodies, such as the county 
commissioners and the school board. In view of the language of 
the Federal Act, however, coordination of time in private 
activities should be left to the private agencies such as the 
Chamber of Commerce. 


6. Devices such as official clocks have no legal effect.
